3.  The  provisions  contained  in  the  Schedule 
to  the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act  ”  shall, 
except  as  varied  by  the  terms  of  these  Letters 
Patent,  apply  to  the  said  municipality. 

4.  All  taxes  levied  for  the  year  1947  and  for 
any  of  the  years  prior  thereto  under  the 
“  Taxation  Act  ”  and  the  “  Public  Schools 
Act  ”  in  respect  of  the  area  comprised  in  the 
municipality  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner 
provided  in  those  Acts  respectively. 

5.  For  the  year  1948  the  revenue  of  the 
Village  Municipality  of  Kinnaird  shall  include 
the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200) 
only  from  the  taxes  levied  under  the  “  Taxa¬ 
tion  Act  ”  for  the  year  1948  upon  the  real 
property  within  the  said  Village  Municipality 
of  Kinnaird. 

From  the  taxes  collected  under  the  “  Taxa¬ 
tion  Act  ”  for  the  said  year  1948  upon  the  real 
property  within  the  said  Village  Municipality 
of  Kinnaird  the  said  sum  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  ($1,200)  shall  be  paid  from  the  Con¬ 
solidated  Revenue  Fund  to  the  treasurer  of 
The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Kinnaird 
and  applied  for  the  purpose  of  the  said  village. 
The  payment  shall  be  made  not  later  than  the 
first  day  of  December,  1948.  All  taxes  levied 
over  and  above  the  said  sum  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  ($1,200)  for  the  year  1948  under  the

Act  ”  in  respect  of  the  area  comprised  in  the 
municipality  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner 
provided  in  those  Acts  respectively. 

6.  Stanley  Cecil  Watson,  David  Marlais 
Davies,  and  Ross  MacDermid  are  hereby  ap¬ 
pointed  a  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the 
municipality,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors  have  been  elected  at  the  first 
annual  election  in  the  month  of  December, 
1948,  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  Schedule 
to  the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act,”  and  the 
election  of  Commissioners  thereafter  shall  be 
as  provided  in  the  said  Schedule. 

7.  The  Commissioners  hereby  appointed 
shall  make  due  preparations  for  the  holding 
of  the  first  annual  election,  to  be  held  in  the 
month  of  December,  1948,  as  provided  in  the 
Schedule  to  the  said  Act. 

8.  The  assessment  roll  for  the  year  1949 
shall  be  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬

REGULATIONS  MADE  PURSUANT  TO 
PART  III  OF  THE  “  TOWN  PLAN¬ 
NING  ACT,”  AS  AMENDED. 

1.  Description. — These  regulations  shall  ap¬ 
ply  to  the  area  defined  as  follows:  Section  92, 
Victoria  Land  District  and  North  Saanich 
Land  District,  save  and  excepting  all  that  area 
contained  within  the  boundaries  of  any  Indian 
reserve  and  any  property  of  His  Majesty  the 
King  in  the  right  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

2.  The  area  defined  in  Regulation  1  is  here¬ 
inafter  called  “  the  area,”  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  North  Saanich  Regulated  Area.” 

3.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
appoint  an  Inspector  for  the  area. 

4.  The  Inspector  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  functions  conferred  upon  him  by  these 
regulations. 


Subdivisions. 

5.  The  approving  officer  as  defined  in  the 
“  Land  Registry  Act  ”  shall  not  approve  of  a 
plan  of  subdivision  unless,  in  addition  to  com¬ 
pliance  with  section  85  of  the  “  Land  Registry 
Act,”  there  is  compliance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  prescribed  in  Regulations  6  and  7  here¬ 
of,  except  where  provision  for  the  relaxation 
of  said  regulations  is  made  herein,  provided 
that  the  approving  officer,  in  cases  where  he 
considers  strict  compliance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Regulation  6  would  cause  undue  hard¬ 
ship,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Inspector, 
approve  a  plan  of  subdivision  without  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  requirements  prescribed  in 
Regulation  6. 

6.  No  land  shall  be  subdivided  into  lots  or 
parcels  for  building  purposes  unless:— 

(a)  A  method  of  sewage-disposal  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  the  Medical  Health  Officer  is 
possible  for  each  lot: 


( b )  Each  lot  in  an  “A”  residence  district  is 
at  least  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
square  feet  in  area  and  in  addition  is  at 
least  sixty  feet  in  width  and  at  least  one 
hundred  feet  in  depth;  or  in  a  “  B  ” 
residence  district  is  a  multiple  of  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  square  feet,  to¬ 
gether  with  sufficient  area  as  required 
by  the  approving  officer  for  future  road 
allowances,  and  not  less  than  a  total 
area  of  twenty-three  thousand  square 
feet;  or  in  a  commercial  or  industrial 
district  is  at  least  thirty  feet  in  width 
and  at  least  one  hundred  feet  in  depth. 
Where  the  area  proposed  to  be  subdi¬ 
vided  is  of  such  a  shape,  or  the  design 
of  an  adjoining  subdivision  is  such,  that 
in  his  opinion  a  variation  from  such 
measurements  is  justified,  the  approv¬ 
ing  officer  may  approve  a  plan  showing 
such  variation: 

(c)  Each  lot  or  parcel  resulting  from  the 
subdivision  abuts  on  a  public  highway 
along  one  full  side  of  said  lot: 

( d )  The  approving  officer  is  satisfied  that 
the  subdivision  design  is  suited  to  the 
configuration  of  the  land  in  and  about 
the  area  proposed  to  be  subdivided,  and 
to  the  road  plan  of  adjoining  subdivi¬ 
sions  : 

(e)  All  road  allowances  in  the  subdivision 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  approving 
officer,  form  a  part  or  extension  of  the 
“  major  road  plan  ”  are  planned  to  per¬ 
mit  a  finished  grade  not  exceeding  seven 
per  cent,  and  all  other  road  allowances 
in  the  subdivision  are  planned  to  permit 
a  finished  grade  not  exceeding  twelve 
per  cent. : 

(/)  Any  road  allowance  in  the  subdivision 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  approving 
officer  forms  or  is  likely  to  form  a  part 
or  extension  of: — 

(i)  A  major  traffic  road,  is  at  least 
eighty  feet  wide : 

(ii)  A  secondary  traffic  road,  is  at 
least  sixty-six  feet  wide; 

and  all  other  road  allowances  in  the  sub¬ 
division  are  at  least  fifty  feet  wide. 
Such  minimum  widths  shall  be  increased 
where  so  required  by  the  approving 
officer. 

Where  a  proposed  subdivision  abuts 
on  an  existing  road,  half  of  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  existing  width  and  the 
required  width,  for  the  class  of  road  as 
above  detailed,  shall  be  provided  by  land 
taken  from  the  subdivision;  provided 
that  where  highway  plans  or  other  'con¬ 
ditions  require  a  greater  width,  as  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  approving  officer,  provision 
for  such  width  shall  be  made  in  a  simi¬ 
lar  manner: 

(g)  All  road  allowances  are  graded  and 
gravelled  and  all  appurtenant  works 
done  as  required  by  the  approving 
officer : 

(h)  All  structures  of  any  kind,  including 
fences,  are  removed  from  the  road  allow¬ 
ances  : 

(i)  The  land  is  not  swamp  land  and  is  not 
subject  to  intermittent  or  periodic  flood¬ 
ing. 

7.  The  subdivision  of  land  in  rural  districts 
into  parcels  of  less  than  two  acres  shall  not 
be  approved,  except  on  the  recommendation  in 
writing  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

Buildings. 

8.  No  person  shall  commence  the  erection  of, 
or  an  alteration  or  addition  to,  or  a  repair 
affecting  the  structural  stability  of,  a  building 
or  structure  in  the  area  without  first  obtaining 
a  permit  in  respect  thereof  from  the  Inspector. 

9.  No  person  shall  move  a  building  or  struc¬ 
ture,  other  than  small  accessory  buildings  or 
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structures  within  a  rural  district,  within  or  to 
any  part  of  the  area  without  first  obtaining  a 
permit  in  respect  thereof  from  the  Inspector. 

10.  Before  considering  an  application  for  a 
permit,  the  Inspector  shall  require  the  appli¬ 
cant  to  furnish  evidence  of  compliance  with 
Regulation  6  (g)  hereof,  and  such  plans,  speci¬ 
fications,  and  other  information  as  he  thinks 
proper. 

11.  Except  as  provided  in  Regulation  37 
hereof,  the  Inspector  shall  not  issue  a  permit 
for  any  building  unless  it  complies  with  the 
requirements  of  the  following  clauses: — 

(a)  Any  building  intended  for  human  or 
animal  habitation,  or  as  a  place  where 
people  may  congregate,  such  as  a  com¬ 
munity  hall,  dance-hall,  or  similar  use, 
or  as  a  food-catering  establishment,  shall 
have  provision  made  for  sewage-disposal 
satisfactory  to  the  Medical  Health  Offi¬ 
cer,  and  the  water-supply  shall  be  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  Medical  Health  Officer: 

(b)  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  dwell¬ 
ing  on  each  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
square  feet  of  land,  except  where  subdi¬ 
vision  into  parcels  of  less  area  has  been 
made  prior  to  the  date  of  these  regula¬ 
tions  or  as  provided  for  in  Regulations 
5  and  7  hereof,  in  which  case  a  minimum 
area  of  land  of  six  thousand  square  feet 
shall  be  required  for  each  dwelling; 
provided,  however,  that  this  shall  apply 
to  single-  and  two-family  dwellings  only 
and  not  to  living  quarters  forming  part 
of  a  store  or  similar  commercial  use  or 
to  multiple  dwellings: 

(c)  Structural  details  and  plumbing  instal¬ 
lations  shall  comply  with  the  National 
Building  Code  of  the  National  Research 
Council  of  Canada: 

id)  No  building  intended  for  human  habita¬ 
tion  shall  have  a  floor  area  of  less  than 
five  hundred  square  feet: 

(e)  The  window  area  in  any  room  intended 
for  use  for  human  habitation  shall  be 
at  least  one-tenth  the  floor  area: 

(/)  Where  adequate  sewage-disposal  and 
sufficient  water  facilities  are  available, 
every  building  intended  to  be  used  for 
human  habitation  shall  be  provided  with 
at  least  one  sink  and  one  toilet  and  one 
bathtub  or  shower  properly  connected 
to  the  approved  sewage-disposal  system : 

(g)  Where  land  is  occupied  or  is  to  be  occu¬ 
pied  by  more  than  three  dwellings  per 
acre  or  by  more  than  three  families  per 
acre,  if  a  sufficient  water-supply  is 
available,  flush-toilets  draining  into  sep¬ 
tic  tanks  or  otherwise  satisfactory  to  the 
Medical  Health  Officer  shall  be  provided : 

(h)  Where  privies  are  permitted,  they  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  section 
16  (/)  of  the  Regulations  for  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Control  of  Industrial  Camps: 

( i )  No  septic  tank  or  building,  other  than 
accessory  buildings  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Medical  Health  Officer,  are  not 
likely  to  cause  pollution  of  water,  shall 
be  erected  within  a  less  distance  than 
fifty  feet  from  the  normal  high-water 
line  of  any  lake,  the  waters  of  which 
are  used  for  swimming  or  drinking  by 
human  beings,  nor  from  any  stream 
draining  into  such  a  lake;  provided  that 
the  prohibition  in  the  case  of  said 
stream  may  be  waived  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Medical  Health  Officer. 

12.  (a)  Tourist  camps  conforming  with  the 
regulations  made  under  the  “  Tourist  Camp 
Regulation  Act”  shall  be  exempted  from  the 
requirements  of  Regulation  11  hereof. 

(b)  Tourist  camps  shall  be  located  only  on 
sites  approved  by  the  Appeal  Board. 

(c)  Tourist  camps  shall  not  be  occupied  by 
other  than  transient  guests  or  bona-fide  tour¬ 
ists  without  the  consent  of  the  Appeal  Board. 


(d)  Any  installation,  erection,  or  use  of  elec¬ 
trical  equipment  shall  be  subject  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  “  Electrical  Energy  Inspection 
Act.” 

(e)  All  structures  shall  conform  with  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act  ”  and 
with  any  regulations  pursuant  thereto. 

13.  The  Inspector  may  withhold  a  permit 
for,  or  order  the  removal  of,  any  structure, 
the  existence  of  which  is  in  his  opinion  con¬ 
trary  to  public  interest.  The  Inspector  in  his 
order  for  removal  shall  name  a  time  by  which 
such  structure  shall  be  removed  and  give  the 
reasons  for  requiring  said  removal. 

14.  If  a  permittee  has  not  commenced  to 
exercise  his  rights  under  the  permit  within 
six  months  from  date  of  issue,  the  permit  shall 
expire. 

15.  Where  a  person  obtains  a  permit,  he 
shall  carry  out  the  construction  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  on  which  the  permit  is  based, 
and  not  otherwise. 

16.  The  Inspector  shall  have  power  to  enter 
upon  and  inspect  every  building  in  the  course 
of  construction  in  the  area. 

17.  If  any  person  is  erecting  a  building  with¬ 
out  a  permit,  or  that  is  not  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  and  specifications  on  which  the  per¬ 
mit  is  based,  the  Inspector  may: — 

(a)  Order  that  person  to  cease  building;  or 

( b )  Order  that  person  to  conform  to  the 
plans  and  specifications;  or 

(c)  Order  that  person  to  remove  the  build¬ 
ing  within  a  time-limit  to  be  stated  in 
the  order. 

18.  With  the  consent  of  the  Appeal  Board, 
the  owner  of  any  building  that  does  not  con¬ 
form  to  Regulation  11  hereof  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Inspector  to  make  such  alterations  or 
additions  or  do  anything  that  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  bring  said  buildings  into  conformity 
with  said  regulation  by  a  date  to  be  specified 
in  the  order. 

19.  Every  person  to  whom  an  order  is  di¬ 
rected  pursuant  to  these  regulations  shall  obey 
the  order. 

Zoning. 

20.  The  area  is  divided  into  districts  of  the 
following  classes : — 

(a)  A  “  rural  district  ”  being  a  district 
shown  uncoloured  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  area  bordered  red  on  a  plan  de¬ 
posited  in  the  Department  of  Municipal 
Affairs  and  also  in  the  office  of  the 
British  Columbia  Provincial  Police  in 
Sidney: 

( b )  An  “  ‘A’  residence  district  ”  being  a  dis¬ 
trict  coloured  yellow  on  said  plan : 

(c)  A  “  ‘  B  ’  residence  district  ”  being  a  dis¬ 
trict  coloured  orange  on  said  plan : 

(d)  A  “  commercial  district  ”  being  a  dis¬ 
trict  coloured  purple  on  said  plan: 

( e )  An  “industrial  district”  being  a  dis¬ 
trict  coloured  grey  on  said  plan. 

21.  Land  in  a  rural  district  shall  not  be  sub¬ 
divided  into  lots  of  less  than  two  acres  except 
as  otherwise  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Appeal. 

22.  No  person  shall  use  land  in  a  rural  dis¬ 
trict  for  other  than  the  usual  rural  or  residence 
uses,  which  shall  include  agriculture  and  horti¬ 
culture  and  associated  uses,  but  shall  not  in¬ 
clude  retail  stores  and  similar  commercial  uses 
or  factories. 

23.  In  an  “A”  or  “  B  ”  residence  district: — 

(1)  No  person  shall  use  land  for  purposes 

other  than  :* — 

(a)  Residences,  churches,  schools,  commu¬ 
nity  halls,  non-commercial  greenhouses, 
and  other  uses  deemed  by  the  Board  of 
Appeal  to  come  within  the  meaning  of 
“customary  residential  uses”: 

( b )  Rural  uses,  other  than  the  raising  of 
animals  except  as  provided  in  clause  (2) 
hereof;  provided  that  where  a  rural  use 
creates  or  is  likely  to  create  a  public 
nuisance,  the  Medical  Health  Officer 
may  order  its  discontinuance: 
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(c)  Accessory  buildings  located  in  a  rear 
yard  and  uses  customarily  incident  to  the 
above  uses;  provided  that  a  building  to 
shelter  domestic  animals  must  be  situated 
not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  from  any 
well,  spring,  or  creek,  and  if  less  than 
one  hundred  feet  then  as  far  as  the 
shape  and  size  of  the  lot  permits  from 
a  dwelling  on  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
lots. 

(2)  The  keeping  of  domestic  or  domesticated 
animals  shall  be  permitted  unless  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  otherwise  decides. 

(3)  No  person  shall  erect  a  building  on  a 
site  unless  there  is  compliance  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  conditions: — 

(«)  The  height  of  a  building  shall  not  exceed 
thirty-five  feet  or  two  and  a  half  stories: 

( b )  No  building-site  shall  be  occupied  by 
buildings  to  more  than  thirty-three  per 
cent,  of  its  area : 

(c)  A  rear  yard  shall  be  provided  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  lot- 
depth,  and  it  shall  in  no  case  be  less 
than  twenty-five  feet  in  depth: 

( d )  Side  yards  shall  be  provided  not  less  in 
width  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  width  of 
the  site,  and  in  any  case  not  less  than 
five  feet;  provided  that  no  side  yard 
need  exceed  ten  feet  in  width ;  and 
further  provided  that  where  a  building 
is  not  served  by  a  rear  lane,  one  side 
yard  at  least  ten  feet  in  width,  unob¬ 
structed  and  open  to  the  sky,  shall  be 
provided : 

(e)  On  a  corner  lot  at  the  rear  of  which  are 
lots  fronting  on  the  flanking  street,  the 
yard  paralleling  the  flanking  street  shall 
be  not  less  than  twelve  and  a  half  feet 
wide. 

24.  In  a  commercial  district: — 

(1)  Land  may  be  used  for  the  purposes  per¬ 
mitted  in  rural  and  “A”  and  “  B  ”  residence 
districts  and  which  conform  to  the  height, 
yard,  and  area  requirements  of  Regulation  23, 
subsection  (3),  or  for  retail  stores  and  similar 
commercial  uses,  offices,  and  service-stations, 
but  not  for  industrial  establishments  employ¬ 
ing  over  six  permanent  employees,  or  fruit 
processing  or  packing  or  similar  plants,  or 
other  uses  not  deemed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal 
to  come  within  the  meaning  of  the  term  “  com¬ 
mercial  uses.” 

(2)  Where  a  building  hereafter  to  be  erected 
or  converted  is  to  be  used  for  retail  or  other 
commercial  purposes  where  there  is  no  public 
lane  giving  access  to  the  rear  of  the  building, 
provision  shall  be  made  for  such  access  by 
means  of  a  yard  so  that  loading  and  unloading 
operations  shall  be  conducted  off  the  public 
highway. 

(3)  For  the  purpose  of  Regulation  27  hereof, 
in  the  case  of  a  building  to  be  erected  on  a 
corner  lot,  other  than  one  permitted  in  Regu¬ 
lations  22  and  23  hereof,  each  wall  facing  a 
street  shall  be  deemed  a  main  front  wall. 

25.  In  an  industrial  district  any  lawful  use 
is  permitted  ;  provided,  however,  that  any 
buildings  used  for  human  habitation  shall  con¬ 
form  to  Regulations  11  and  23  hereof;  and 
further  provided  that  no  building  and  no  land 
shall  be  used  for  any  business  or  industry 
which  is  obnoxious  by  reason  of  the  emission 
of  smoke,  gas,  fumes,  noise,  or  odour  unless  its 
maintenance  has  been  authorized  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Health  Act.” 

26.  The  height  limitations  contained  herein 
shall  not  apply  to  windmills,  silos,  grain-eleva¬ 
tors,  and  similar  structures,  nor  shall  they  ap¬ 
ply  to  chimneys,  towers,  and  spires,  occupying 
less  than  seven  per  cent,  of  the  site  area. 

27.  No  person  shall  erect  a  building  on  a  lot 
so  that  any  main  front  wall  will  be  closer  to 
the  street  in  front  than  twenty  feet,  except  in 
the  commercial  area  marked  “A”  on  the  plan 
referred  to  in  Regulation  20. 


28.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Regu¬ 
lations  22,  23,  24,  and  25  hereof: — 

(a)  A  tourist  camp  may  be  established  in 
any  district  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Appeal,  but  no  part  shall 
be  used  as  a  permanent  residence  unless 
it  complies  with  the  height  and  area 
requirements  of  Regulation  23: 

( b )  Commercial  uses  shall  be  permitted  in 
residential  districts  only  in  the  same 
block  and  facing  the  same  street  as  a 
commercial  use  which  exists  at  the  date 
of  these  regulations,  and  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Board  of  Appeal.  Such 
permitted  use  shall  conform  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Regulation  24  hereof. 

29.  (1)  Any  use  of  land  or  buildings  con¬ 
trary  to  the  provisions  of  Regulations  20  to  28, 
inclusive,  but  which  existed  prior  to  the  coming 
into  effect  of  these  regulations,  may  be  con¬ 
tinued,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  and  the  Inspector  such  continu¬ 
ance  is  prejudicial  to  public  health  or  interest. 

(2)  No  non-conforming  use  which  has  been 
discontinued  for  ninety  days  shall  be  renewed. 

(3)  The  lawful  use  of  a  building  existing  at 
the  time  of  the  coming  into  effect  of  these 
regulations,  although  such  use  does  not  con¬ 
form  to  the  provisions  of  Regulations  20  to  28, 
inclusive,  may  be  extended  throughout  the 
building,  but  no  structural  alterations  shall  be 
made  nor  shall  the  non-conforming  use  be  car¬ 
ried  beyond  the  limits  of  the  existing  building. 

Removal  of  Buildings. 

30.  If  the  Medical  Health  Officer  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  area  finds  that  any  building 
is  dangerous  to  health,  he  shall  so  notify  the 
owner  of  the  land,  and  he  may  either: — 

(a)  Require  the  owner  to  put  the  building  in 
a  safe  condition  within  the  period  of 
time  limited  in  the  order;  or 

( b )  Require  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
building  to  vacate  it  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  the  order,  and  he  may 
also  order  the  owner  to  demolish  the 
building  within  a  time  limited  in  the 
order. 

Appeal. 

31.  (1)  Except  in  the  ca^e  of  subdivision  re¬ 
quirements  in  respect  of  which  provision  for 
appeal  is  made  in  the  “  Land  Registry  Act,” 
any  person  who  considers  that  any  refusal  to 
grant  him  a  permit,  or  any  order  issued  to  him 
under  these  regulations,  will  cause  him  undue 
hardship  shall  have  a  right  of  appeal  by  way 
of  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

(2)  Any  person  exercising  the  right  of  ap¬ 
peal  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Appeal  within  ten  days  of  the  giving  of  any 
decision  under  the  foregoing  regulations  a 
written  notice  of  apDeal  therefrom,  which  shall 
state  clearly  the  grounds  upon  which  the  ap¬ 
peal  is  made.  The  appellant  shall  therein  give 
an  address  to  which  all  notices  may  be  mailed. 

(3)  The  secretary  shall  notify  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Appeal  of  said  notice  of  ap¬ 
peal;  the  said  chairman  shall  set  a  date  for 
the  hearing  of  the  appeal,  which  shall  be 
within  seven  days  of  the  filing  of  the  notice  of 
appeal.  Four  days’  notice  of  the  said  hearing 
shall  be  mailed  by  the  secretary,  by  registered 
mail,  to  the  appellant,  posted  to  the -address 
given  in  said  notice  of  appeal,  and  also  to  such 
other  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  said 
chairman.  Where  the  appeal  is  for  permission 
to  establish  a  tourist  camp  as  provided  in  sec¬ 
tion  28  hereof,  any  of  the  owners  or  occupants 
of  adjacent  lands  whom  the  chairman  deems 
may  be  affected  thereby  shall  be  notified  of  the 
hearing  of  the  appeal. 

32.  (1)  The  Board  of  Appeal  shall  consist 
of  five  members  who  shall  hold  office  for  two 
years  only,  unless  reappointed.  Each  member 
shall  be  a  resident  registered  land-owner  in  the 
area,  and  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Board  by  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  resident  land-

owners  in  the  area.  The  Board  shall  be  pre¬ 
sided  over  by  a  chairman  to  be  chosen  annually 
by  the  members  thereof.  Three  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

(2)  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  from  office  of  any  member  of  the 
Board,  the  vacancy  thereby  created  shall  be 
filled  within  thirty  days  after  the  death,  resig¬ 
nation,  or  removal;  and  until  the  appointment 
of  a  successor  to  such  member,  the  remaining 
members  shall  constitute  the  Board. 

33.  The  Board  of  Appeal  may  hear  witnesses 
and  take  any  other  steps  it  may  consider  neces¬ 
sary  to  ensure  a  proper  consideration. 

34.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
shall  have  authority  to  administer  oaths  to  the 
witnesses  on  the  appeal. 

35.  In  disposing  of  appeals  the  Board  of 
Appeal  may  make  such  relaxations  of  these 
regulations,  or  of  any  order  issued  pursuant 
to  those  regulations,  as  the  Board  of  Appeal 
considers  necessary  to  ensure  substantial  jus¬ 
tice,  except  that  a  change  of  land  use  or  dis¬ 
trict  boundaries  may  be  made  only  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council. 

36.  The  decision  in  writing  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  having 
jurisdiction  shall  be  the  decision  of  the  Board, 
and  the  Board  shall  not  be  required  to  read¬ 
judicate  the  same  appeal  on  the  same  set  of 
facts. 

37.  Where  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peal  relaxes  any  of  the  regulations  herein,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  Inspector  to  issue  a 
permit  or  an  order  conforming  to  said  decision. 

38.  The  Inspector  shall  act  as  secretary  to 
the  Board  of  Appeal  and  shall  keep  a  record 
of  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  said  Board. 
He  shall  forward  a  copy  of  the  decision  of  the 
Board  in  respect  to  any  appeal  to  the  appellant 
concerned. 

Penalty. 

39.  Any  person  failing  to  carry  out  any  pro¬ 
vision  of  an  order  issued  pursuant  to  these 
regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and 
shall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  ten  days  such  violation  continues.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  woi’k,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

2.  That,  except  as  provided  in  section  3  hereof,  this  Order  shall  apply 
to  all  persons  employed  in  or  about  the  following  places  to  which  a  charge 
for  admission  or  service  is  made  to  the  public:  — 

(a)  Indoor  or  outdoor  theatres  and  dance-halls  or  dance-pavilions, 
music-halls,  concert-rooms,  lecture-halls  (excluding  in  every  instance 
players  and  artists)  ;  and 

( b )  Shooting-galleries,  bowling-alleys,  billiard-parlours  and  pool-rooms, 
ice-rinks,  roller-rinks,  amusement-parks,  golf-courses,  sports 
grounds  and  arenas;  and

FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ORDER  No.  34  (1948). 


Office  Occupation. 


PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the 
Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall 
have  the  following  meanings: — 

“  Office  occupation  ”  means  the  work  of  females  employed  as  stenogra¬ 
phers;  book-keepers;  typists;  billing-clerks;  filing-clerks;  cashiers; 
cash-girls;  checkers;  invoicers;  comptometer  operators;  auditors; 
attendants  in  physicians’  offices,  dentists’  offices,  and  other  offices; 
and  the  work  of  females  employed  in  all  kinds  of  clerical  work: 
“  Class  A  employee  ”  means  a  female  employee  whose  working-week 
consists  of  36  hours  or  more: 

“  Class  B  employee  ”  means  a  female  employee  whose  working-week 
consists  of  less  than  36  hours: 

“  Learner  ”  means,  only,  an  employee  of  any  age  for  whose  employment 
a  permit  in  writing  has  been  issued  by  the  Board  who  becomes 
employed  in  the  office  occupation  at  a  time  when  she  has  had  less 
than  4  months’  actual  experience  as  an  employee  in  that  occupation. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer  and  every  female 
employee  in  the  office  occupation  except  employees  who  hold  positions  of 
supervision  or  management,  so  long  as  the  duties  performed  by  them  are

Learners,  Class  B  employees: — 

40  cents  per  hour  during  her  first  2  months’  employment: 
45  cents  per  hour  during  her  second  2  months’  employ¬ 
ment,  with  a  minimum  wage  in  any  one  day  of  4 
hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate,  unless,  by 
written  permission,  the  Board  varies  this  provision 
with  respect  to  the  daily  guarantee. 

The  rates  fixed  by  clause  (c)  of  this  section  shall  apply  only: — 

(i)  To  learners  for  whose  employment  permits  in  writing  have 
been  issued  by  the  Board:

TJURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

( b )  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from 
duty  of  each  occupational  group  of  his  employees. 

7.  (a)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and 
correct  record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours 
worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the 
English  language  of  the  names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses 
of  all  of  his  employees. 

(b)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  pro¬ 
duce  for  inspection  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours 
of  labour,  or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his 
employees. 

8.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  3rd 
day  of  August,  1948,  shall  take  effect  on  the  12th  day  of  August,  1948. 

9.  That  Order  No.  25  (1947)  of  the  Board,  establishing  a  minimum 
wage  in  the  manufacturing  industry,  dated  the  16th  day  of  January,  1947, 
and  subsequent  amendments  thereto  are  hereby  rescinded. 

10.  That  the  General  Interim  Minimum  Wage  Order  (1946),  made  on 
the  25th  day  of  June,  1946,  effective  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1946,  shall 
not  apply  to  employers  and  employees  in  the  manufacturing  industry  after 
the  11th  day  of  August,  1948.

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  for  Radio-broadcast 

Technicians. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Male  Minimum  Wage  Act”  and

(c)  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of  an  employer: — 

The  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent 
at  the  place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  of  2 
hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate  if  the  employee  does  not 
commence  work,  and  4  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate  if 
the  employee  commences  work. 

( d )  One  and  one-half  (IV2)  times  his  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  8  hours  per  day  or  44  hours  per  week.  Permits 
shall  be  obtained  from  the  Board  to  work  such  overtime.  This 
clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to: — 

(i)  Radio-broadcast  technicians  working  under  arrangements 
with  respect  to  hours  of  work  established  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  5  (a)  of  this  Order  until  the  radio-broadcast 
technician  has  completed  the  hours  so  established: 

(ii)  Radio-broadcast  technicians  holding  positions  of  super¬ 
vision  or  management  or  employed  in  a  confidential  capacity,  so 
long  as  the  duties  performed  by  them  are  of  a  supervisory  or 
managerial  character.

“GAME  ACT.” 

TTTS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
the  “  Game  Regulations,  1948-49,”  made  by 
Order  in  Council  No.  1148,  approved  May  28th, 
1948,  be  rescinded: 

And  that  under  the  provisions  of  section  68 
of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chapter  108  of  the  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,” 
regulations,  to  be  known  as  “  Game  Regula¬ 
tions,  1948—49,”  be  made  as  follows: — 

GAME  REGULATIONS,  1948-49. 

Section  1. 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  18  of 
the  “  Game  Act,”  being  chapter  108  of  the 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,” 
as  to  the  hunting,  trapping,  taking,  wounding, 
and  killing  of  game,  are,  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  sections  2  to  9,  inclusive,  of  these 
regulations,  hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and 
within  the  period  and  limits  and  subject  to  the 
pi’ovisions  hereinafter  set  out  respectively,  as 
follows : — 

For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  seasons 
for  big  game,  game  birds,  and  trapping  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals,  the  Province  shall  be  divided 
into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Western 
and  Eastern  Districts. 

“  WESTERN  DISTRICT  ”  shall  mean  and 
include  all  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate 
and  lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the 
Cascade  Mountains  and  south  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Atlin,  except  that  portion  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Skeena  covered  by  the 
watershed  of  the  Lakelse  and  Zymagotitz 
Rivers. 

“  EASTERN  DISTRICT  ”  shall  mean  and  in¬ 
clude  all  of  the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

Provided,  for  the  purpose  of  the  open  seasons 
on  migratory  game  birds,  that  portion  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Lillooet  situate  and  lying 
to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south 
(astronomic)  of  Alta  Lake  Railway-station  on 
the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway  and  that 
portion  of  the  Skeena  River  and  its  watershed 
situate  and  lying  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Skeena  east  of  a  line 
drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic)  through 
the  mouth  of  Kyhex  River  be  construed  and 
considered  as  lying  within  the  Eastern  District. 

All  dales  mentioned  in  these  regulations  are 
inclusive  and  apply,  unless  otherwise  noted,  to 
the  calendar  year  1948.  There  is  no  open 
season  on  any  game  other  than  in  the  open 
districts  and  during  the  periods  mentioned  in 
these  regulations. 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  cease  to  be  in  effect  in  any  area 
covered  by  a  closure  order  issued  by  the  Forest 
Service  of  the  Department  of  Lands  and  For¬ 
ests,  and  shall  continue  to  be  ineffective  during 
the  period  covered  by  such  forest  closure  order. 

All  times  mentioned  in  these  regulations  re¬ 
fer  to  Pacific  Standard  Time  unless  otherwise 
specifically  mentioned. 

The  electoral  districts  mentioned  in  these 
regulations  cover  such  districts  as  constituted 
at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  these  regulations.

River,  and  that  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Elec¬ 
toral  District  situate  and  lying  north  of  the 
main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway, 
open  season  from  September  23rd  to  November

In  the  Fernie  and  Columbia  Electoral  Dis¬

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall 
kill  or  take  or  have  in  his  possession  more 
than  one  GRIZZLY  BEAR  between  the  first 
day  of  the  open  season  and  December  31st, 
and  one  GRIZZLY  BEAR  between  January  1st 
and  June  30th,  1949,  except  in  that  portion  of 
the  Province  situate  and  lying  north  of  the 
57th  parallel  of  north  latitude  and  west  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains  the  bag-limit  for  the  entire 
open  season  in  said  area  shall  be  two  GRIZZLY 
BEAR,  and  further  there  shall  be  no  bag-limit 
on  BLACK  or  BROWN  BEAR.

GROUSE  (BLUE  ONLY):  Daily  bag-limit, 
6;  season  bag-limit,  24;  provided  that  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island  no  person  shall  have  in  his  pos¬ 
session  at  any  one  time  more  than  two  days’ 
bag-limit. 

CROUSE  (RUFFED  ONLY)  :  Daily  bag- 
limit,  2 ;  season  hag-limit,  10. 

PTARMIGAN:  Daily  bag-limit,  4;  season 
bag-limit,  24. 

Throughout  the  Province. 

PHEASANTS  (COCK  BIRDS  ONLY)  : 
Daily  bag-limit,  2;  season  bag-limit,  10;  ex¬ 
cept  in  that  portion  of  the  Kaslo-Slocan  Elec¬ 
toral  District  provided  with  an  open  season, 
wherein  the  total  and  season  bag-limit  shall 
be  2. 

Section  2. 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection  (1) 
of  section  26  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  as  to  the 
buying,  selling,  and  having  in  possession  of  big 
game,  so  far  as  same  relate  to  game  lawfully 
killed  or  taken,  are  hereby  removed  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  and  within  the  periods  and  limits  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out, 
as  follows: — 

(a)  MOOSE  and  CARIBOU,  bulls  over  one 
year  old,  in  the  Atlin  and  Omineca  Electoral 
Districts,  north  of  the  57th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  from  September  1st  to  December  15th. 

( b )  BEAR  (except  White  or  Kermodei 
Bear),  throughout  the  Province,  at  any  time 
during  the  open  season. 

Provided  that  no  other  big  game  or  portion 
thereof  shall  be  sold  in  the  Province. 

PROHIBITIONS,  CLOSED  AREAS,  ETC. 

Section  3. 

The  open  season  declared  by  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts  of 
the  Province,  namely: — 

Western  District. 

(a)  Kaien  Island,  in  the  Prince  Rupert 
Electoral  District. 

( b )  That  portion  of  the  Skeena  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “All  that  area 
in  the  vicinity  of  Terrace  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway;  on  the  south  by  the  centre  line  of 
the  Skeena  River,  including  Lot  4355  (Braun’s 
Island),  Lot  5759  (an  unnamed  island),  and 
Lot  6752  (Ferry  Island);  on  the  east  by  the 
bridge  joining  Lots  368  and  374;  and  on  the 
west  by  a  line  running  directly  south  of  the 
south-west  corner  of  Lot  1705  to  the  centre 
line  of  the  Skeena  River.” 

(c)  That  portion  of  the  Mackenzie  Electoral 
District,  in  the  vicinity  of  Ocean  Falls,  de¬ 
scribed  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  point 
of  intersection  of  the  southerly  boundary  of 
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Lot  115<>  and  the  west  shore  of  Cousins  Inlet; 
^®nce _  westerly  1,800  feet;  thence  northerly 
8,000  leet;  thence  easterly  3,000  feet;  thence 
northerly  1,500  feet;  thence  easterly  1,500  feet; 
thence  northerly  1,500  feet;  thence  easterly 
600  feet;  thence  northerly  4,400  feet;  thence 
easterly  3,000  feet;  thence  southeidy  2,500  feet; 
thence  easterly  13,000  feet  to  the  intersection 
ot  the  northerly  boundary  of  Lot  205  and  the 
west  shore  of  Link  Lake;  thence  following  the 
west  shore  of  said  lake  in  a  south-westerly 
direction  to  its  intersection  with  the  south 
boundary  of  Lot  1151;  thence  westerly  7,300 
feet;  thence  northerly  1,500  feet;  thence  west¬ 
erly  2,500  feet;  thence  north-westerly  5,600 
feet  to  a  point  on  the  west  shore  of  Cousins 
Inlet  at  the  mouth  of  Martin  River;  thence 
following  the  west  shore  of  Cousins  Inlet  in 
a  south-westerly  direction  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

(d)  That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  and 
vicinity  described  as  follows:  “  Between  high- 
water  mark  on  Vancouver  Island  and  a  line 
drawn  as  follows:  Commencing  at  Brechin 
Point,  Departure  Bay,  near  the  City  of  Na¬ 
naimo;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the 
most  westerly  point  of  Newcastle  Island;  thence 
along  the  shore-line  of  Newcastle  Island  in  a 
northerly,  easterly,  and  southerly  direction  to 
the  most  easterly  point  of  said  island;  thence 
to  the  most  westerly  point  of  Protection  Island; 
thence  south-easterly  to  Gallows  Point  on  Pro¬ 
tection  Island;  thence  to  Jacks  Point  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction 
to  Stevens  and  Wright’s  shingle-mill  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island.” 

( e )  That  portion  of  the  Electoral  District 
of  Esquimalt  as  follows:  “All  that  portion  of 
Esquimalt  Harbour  and  Royal  Roads  below 
high-water  mark  situate  and  lying  north  of  a 
straight  line  extending  from  the  north-east  end 
of  Lagoon  Spit  and  Macaulay  Point.” 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Esquimalt  Electoral 
District  as  follows:  “  Within  one  hundred 
(100)  yards  on  either  side  of  the  Sooke  Lake 
water-flow  line  between  Sooke  Lake  and  Hump¬ 
back  Reservoir.  The  discharge  of  firearms  on 
or  across  this  water-flow  line  for  any  purpose 
is  prohibited.  In  that  portion  of  said  electoral 
district  which  is  bounded  on  the  west  by  Rithet 
Creek  to  its  source,  then  in  a  straight  line  due 
north  to  the  Canadian  National  Railway,  and 
bounded  on  the  north,  east,  and  south  by  the 
said  railway  and  Sooke  Lake,  wherein  there 
shall  be  no  open  season  for  the  hunting  of  any 
game.” 

( g )  No  person  shall  hunt  or  shoot  migratory 
game  birds  below  high-water  mark  in  those 
waters  of  Vancouver  Island  known  as  Brent¬ 
wood  Bay  and  Tod  Inlet  extending  south  of  a 
straight  line  running  east  and  west  from  Slug- 
gett  Point  to  Willis  Point  and  all  that  strip  of 
land  covered  by  water,  in  width  one  thousand 
(1,000)  feet,  measured  seaward  from  high- 
water  mark  of  the  easterly  shore  of  Vancouver 
Island,  and  which  extends  from  the  northerly 
extremity  of  the  Esquimalt  Spit  to  the  Albert 
Head  Lighthouse,  Esquimalt  Land  District,  as 
well  as  that  strip  of  land  three  hundred  (300) 
feet  in  width  measured  inland  from  said  high- 
water  mark,  and  which  extends  from  the  south¬ 
erly  extremity  of  said  Esquimalt  Spit  to  the 
said  Albert  Head  Lighthouse. 

( h )  All  that  parcel  or  tract  of  land  lying 

within  the  following  described  boundaries  and 
being  part  of  Esquimalt  and  Goldstream  Land 
Districts :  “  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the 

west  side  of  the  Island  Highway,  situated  three 
hundred  (300)  yards  northerly  from  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  said  Island  Highway  with  the  Sooke 
and  Metchosin  Road;  thence  in  a  westerly 
direction  parallel  to  and  distant  therefrom 
three  hundred  (300)  yards  from  the  northerly 
boundary  of  the  Island  Highway  to  the  west¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  Esquimalt  Land  District; 
thence  southerly  along  said  boundary  to  the 
shore  of  Langford  Lake;  thence  westerly, 


southerly,  and  easterly  along  the  said  shore  of 
Langford  Lake  to  the  said  westerly  boundary 
of  Esquimalt  Land  District;  thence  southerly 
along  said  boundary  to  the  southerly  boundary 
of  the  Esquimalt  and  Nanaimo  Railway  right- 
of-way;  thence  easterly  along  the  said  south¬ 
erly  boundary  to  its  intersection  with  Dunford 
Road;  thence  southerly  at  right  angles  to  the 
said  railway  right-of-way  a  distance  of  three 
hundred  (300)  yards;  thence  in  an  easterly 
direction  parallel  to  and  distant  therefrom 
three  hundred  (300)  yards  from  the  said  rail¬ 
way  right-of-way  to  the  intersection  of  the 
said  right-of-way  with  the  Island  Highway; 
thence  in  an  easterly  direction  parallel  to  and 
distant  therefrom  three  hundred  (300)  yards 
from  said  Island  Highway  to  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  Sooke  and  Metchosin  Road; 
thence  northerly  along  said  westerly  boundary 
of  the  Sooke  and  Metchosin  Road  and  the 
Island  Highway  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.” 

(i)  That  portion  of  Ganges  Harbour  below 
high-water  mark  lying  north  of  a  straight  line 
running  from  Scott  Point  due  west  to  the 
nearest  point  on  the  west  shore-line  of  said 
harbour. 

(;')  That  portion  of  the  Dewdney  Electoral 
District  known  as  the  Colony  Farm,  and  that 
further  portion  of  said  electoral  district  in  the 
vicinity  of  Harrison  Hot  Springs,  more  par¬ 
ticularly  described  as  follows:  “Commencing 
at  the  mouth  of  an  unnamed  slough  entering 
Harrison  Lake  west  of  the  Harrison  Hot 
Springs  Hotel ;  thence  along  the  south  shore¬ 
line  of  said  unnamed  slough  to  the  Agassiz- 
Harrison  Highway;  thence  northerly  along 
said  highway  to  Harrison  Lake;  thence  west¬ 
erly  along  the  shore-line  of  said  lake  to  the 
point  of  commencement.” 

(k)  That  portion  of  the  District  Munici¬ 
pality  of  Burnaby  known  as  Central  Park. 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Municipality  of 
Matsqui  consisting  of  approximately  two  hun¬ 
dred  (200)  acres  of  land  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  Trans-Canada  Highway,  on  the  south 
by  Marshall  Road,  on  the  east  by  Ware  Road, 
and  on  the  west  by  Emerson  Road. 

(m)  All  and  singular  that  area  or  tract  of 
land,  in  or  near  the  Village  of  Ladner,  situate, 
lying,  and  being  in  the  Municipality  of  Delta, 
and  which  may  be  more  particularly  described 
as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the 
west  boundary-line  of  Green  Road  at  intersec¬ 
tion  of  south  boundary  of  District  Lot  116, 
Group  2 ;  thence  westerly  along  the  south 
boundary  of  District  Lot  116  to  Chilukthan 
Slough;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly 
bank  of  said  slough  to  the  intersection  of  north 
boundary  of  King  Edward  Street  produced; 
thence  westerly  along  north  boundai’y  of  King 
Edward  Street  produced  and  continuing  along 
north  boundary  of  said  street  to  east  boundary 
of  Fairview  Road;  thence  northerly  along  the 
east  boundary  of  said  road  to  intersection  of 
northerly  boundary  of  Savoy  Street  produced; 
thence  south-westerly  along  the  northerly 
boundary  of  Savoy  Street  produced  and  con¬ 
tinuing  along  the  northerly  boundary  of  said 
street  to  east  boundary  of  Church  Street; 
thence  north-westerly  along  the  easterly  bound¬ 
ary  of  Church  Street  produced  to  the  southerly 
bank  of  Fraser  River;  thence  north-easterly 
following  along  the  bank  of  said  river  to  its 
intersection  with  the  west  bank  of  Chilukthan 
Slough;  thence  southerly  along  west  bank  of 
said  slough  produced  to  southerly  boundary  of 
River  Dyke  Road;  thence  north-westerly  fol¬ 
lowing  along  the  south-easterly  boundary  of 
River  Dyke  Road  to  intersection  with  the  west 
bank  of  Crescent  Slough ;  thence  south-easterly 
following  along  the  west  bank  of  Crescent 
Slough  to  its  intersection  with  the  west  bound¬ 
ary  of  Green  Road;  thence  southerly  along  the 
west  boundary  of  Green  Road  to  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 
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Eastern  District. 

(«)  Those  portions  of  the  Yale  and  Similka- 
meen  Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying 
within  the  boundaries  of  Manning  Park  extend¬ 
ing  a  distance  of  one  mile  on  either  side  of  the 
Hope-Princeton  Highway,  from  the  westerly 
boundary  of  said  park  to  Cambie  Creek  and 
for  a  distance  of  one  mile  south  and  east  of 
the  said  road  and  the  boundary  of  Three 
Brothers  Mountain  Game  Reserve  to  Copper 
Creek. 

(o)  That  portion  of  the  Yale  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict,  in  the  vicinity  of  Minnie  Lake,  described 
as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  north-west 
corner  of  Lot  1487 ;  thence  east  to  the  north¬ 
east  corner  of  Lot  1279;  thence  south  to  the 
north-west  corner  of  Lot  1169;  thence  east 
along  the  northerly  boundaries  of  Lots  1169, 
1168,  1166,  and  693  to  the  north-east  corner  of 
Lot  693 ;  thence  south  along  the  easterly 
boundaries  of  Lots  693  and  694  to  a  point  on 
the  northerly  boundary  of  Lot  491 ;  thence  east 
to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  491 ;  thence 
south  along  the  easterly  boundaries  of  Lots 
491  and  683  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot 
683 ;  thence  west  to  the  north-east  corner  of 
Lot  544;  thence  south  to  the  south-east  corner 
of  Lot  544;  thence  west  along  the  southerly 
boundary  of  Lot  544  to  the  point  of  intersec¬ 
tion  with  the  centre  line  of  Quilchena  Creek; 
thence  following  the  centre  line  of  said  creek 
through  Lots  544,  490,  4237,  726,  489,  546,  428, 
545,  447,  448,  487,  4546,  636,  607,  1441,  1313, 
1213;  thence  northerly  through  Lots  1212,  773, 
1091,  1094,  1151,  1291,  1282  (Indian  reserve) 
to  the  point  of  intersection  on  the  westerly 
boundary  of  Lot  1280;  thence  northerly  along 
the  westerly  boundary  of  Lot  1280  to  the  south¬ 
west  corner  of  Lot  1275;  thence  easterly  along 
the  northerly  boundary  of  Lot  1280  to  the  point 
of  commencement  at  north-west  corner  of  Lot 
1487.” 

( P )  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “All  waters  of 
the  North  Thompson,  South  Thompson,  and 
Thompson  Rivers  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
Canadian  National  Railway  Bridge  (main  line) 
at  Kamloops  Junction  and  on  the  east  by  the 
Kamloops-Blue  River  Highway  Bridge  at 
Kamloops,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Kamloops- 
Tranquille  Highway  Bridge.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
shall  apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of 
game  birds. 

( q )  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 

District  described  as  follows :  “  Commencing 

at  the  north-west  corner  of  the  Tranquille 
Game  Reserve,  situated  at  the  junction  of  the 
southern  boundary  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway  right-of-way  and  the  west  bank  of 
Tranquille  River  or  Creek;  thence  in  a  south¬ 
westerly  direction  along  the  west  bank  of  the 
Tranquille  River  or  Creek,  as  well  as  the  west¬ 
ern  boundary  of  the  Tranquille  Game  Reserve, 
to  the  mouth  of  said  river  or  creek;  thence  in 
an  easterly  direction  along  the  shore-line  of 
Kamloops  Lake  to  a  white  marker,  approxi¬ 
mately  one  (1)  mile  east  of  the  mouth  of  Tran¬ 
quille  River  or  Creek;  thence  in  a  north-east¬ 
erly  direction  approximately  thirty-five  (35) 
chains  to  a  white  marker,  marked  by  a  corner 
post;  thence  approximately  thirty-five  (35) 
chains  north  and  east  along  a  posted  line  to  a 
corner  post  in  a  meadow;  thence  north  twenty- 
five  (25)  chains  to  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  right-of-way  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  along 
said  southern  boundary  of  said  right-of-way  to 
the  point  of  commencement.” 

(r)  That  portion  of  the  South  Okanagan 
Electoral  District,  in  the  vicinity  of  Kelowna, 
known  as  Lot  M,  Plan  1920,  Osoyoos  Division 
of  Yale  District  (comprising  land  surrounding 
trout-ponds  near  Kelowna). 


(s)  That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Elec¬ 
toral  District  described  as  follows:  “  Commenc¬ 
ing  at  the  mouth  of  Sicamous  (Two  Mile) 
Creek;  thence  following  the  east  shore-line  of 
Mara  Lake,  Sicamous  Narrows,  and  Shuswap 
Lake  in  a  north-westerly  direction  to  Murdock 
Point,  which  is  approximately  two  (2)  miles 
north-west  of  Sicamous;  thence  in  a  straight 
line  in  a  south-easterly  direction  to  Semaphore 
Point,  one  (1)  mile  west  of  Sicamous;  thence 
easterly  along  the  shore-line  of  Shuswap  Lake 
to  Sicamous  Narrows;  thence  southerly  follow¬ 
ing  the  west  shore-line  of  Sicamous  Narrows 
and  Mara  Lake  to  a  point  known  as  Carney’s 
Pole-yard,  approximately  two  (2)  miles  south 
of  Sicamous;  thence  in  a  straight  line  in  a 
noith-easterly  direction  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

That  portion  of  Salmon  Arm  of  Shuswap 
Lake  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Municipal¬ 
ity  of  Salmon  Arm  lying  south-easterly  of  a 
straight  line  of  approximately  one  and  one- 
quarter  (114)  miles  in  length,  commencing  at 
the  outer  end  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Wharf; 
thence  north-easterly  to  a  white  marker  where 
the  shore-line  of  said  Salmon  Arm  of  Shuswap 
Lake  intersects  with  the  northern  boundary  of 
the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  24,  Town¬ 
ship  20,  Range  10. 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
shall  apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of 
game  birds. 

(t)  All  that  area  below  extreme  high-water 
mark  on  Ellison  or  Duck  Lake  in  the  South 
Okanagan  Electoral  District. 

(u)  That  portion  of  the  Nelson-Creston 
Electoral  District  described  as  follows:  “  Com¬ 
mencing  on  the  north  shore  of  the  West  Ai’m 
of  Kootenay  Lake  at  Willow  Point  Wharf; 
thence  following  the  Duhamel  or  Six  Mile 
Creek  Road  to  the  intersection  of  the  said 
Duhamel  Creek  Road  with  the  First  West  Fork 
of  Duhamel  Creek;  thence  following  the  said 
West  Fork  to  its  source;  thence  in  a  southerly 
direction  following  the  divide  between  Duhamel 
Creek  and  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake 
and  Grohman  Creek  to  the  mouth  of  said  Groh- 
man  Creek;  thence  across  the  West  Arm  of 
Kootenay  Lake  to  the  south  shore  of  the  said 
West  Arm  to  a  point  known  as  the  slaughter¬ 
house;  thence  following  the  south  shore  of  the 
said  West  Arm  in  an  easterly  direction  to  a 
point  opposite  Willow  Point  Wharf;  thence 
across  the  said  West  Arm  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
shall  apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of 
game  birds. 

( v )  That  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing 
at  the  junction  of  Bovine  (Goat)  Creek  with 
the  Elk  River;  thence  in  a  south-easterly  direc¬ 
tion  to  the  site  of  the  East  Kootenay  Power 
and  Light  Company’s  water-gauge  on  the  Ford¬ 
ing  River;  thence  along  the  west  bank  of  the 
Fording  River  to  the  junction  of  the  said  river 
and  the  Elk  River;  thence  along  the  east  bank 
of  the  Elk  River  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
shall  not  apply  in  respect  to  the  trapping  of 
fur-bearing  animals. 

(w)  That  portion  of  the  Cariboo  Electoral 
District  within  a  radius  of  one  (1)  mile  of  the 
Townsite  of  Wells. 

(&•)  Within  one  (1)  mile  on  either  side  of 
the  Alaska  Highway,  commencing  at  a  point 
on  said  highway  at  Mile  72.3,  where  the  road 
to  the  Beaton  River  Intermediate  Landing-field 
joins  the  Alaska  Highway,  and  covering  the 
whole  of  the  said  highway  from  said  Mile  72.3 
north  and  situate  and  lying  within  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia. 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
will  not  affect  the  trapping  of  fur-bearing 
animals  in  the  said  closed  area. 
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( V )  There  shall  be  no  open  season  on  any 
member  of  the  Deer  Family  in  those  portions 
of  the  Eastern  District  described  as  follows: — 

In  that  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  junction 
of  Morrissey  Creek  and  Elk  River;  thence  fol¬ 
lowing  the  east  and  south  banks  of  Elk  River 
to  a  point  one-half  mile  south  of  the  junction 
of  Wigwam  and  Elk  Rivers;  thence  easterly 
following  the  summit  of  the  watershed  on  the 
south  side  of  Wigwam  River  to  a  point  on  the 
said  river  one-half  mile  south  of  the  junction 
of  said  river  and  Lodgepole  Creek;  thence  in 
an  easterly  direction  following  the  summit  of 
the  watershed  on  the  south  side  of  Lodgepole 
Creek  to  the  summit  at  the  headwaters  of  said 
creek;  thence  northerly  following  the  summit 
of  the  said  watershed  and  westerly  along  the 
summit  on  the  north  side  of  the  said  creek  and 
Meadow  Creek  to  a  point  on  Morrissey  Creek 
two  (2)  miles  north-east  from  the  mouth  of 
the  said  creek;  thence  along  the  south  bank  of 
said  creek  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Forks-Green- 
wood  Electoral  District  as  follows:  “Com¬ 
mencing  at  the  junction  of  Williamson  Creek 
and  the  Kettle  River;  thence  following  the 
east  shore-line  of  said  river  in  a  northerly 
direction  to  the  junction  of  Kettle  River  and 
Losthorse  Creek;  thence  along  said  creek  to 
its  source;  thence  following  the  height  of  land 
in  a  southerly  direction  to  a  point  directly  east 
of  an  unnamed  lake  forming  the  source  of 
Williamson  Creek;  thence  westerly  to  the  east 
shore-line  of  said  unnamed  lake;  thence  fol¬ 
lowing  the  south  shore-line  of  said  lake  and 
Williamson  Creek  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.” 

In  that  further  portion  of  the  Grand  Forks- 
Greenwood  Electoral  District  taking  in  all  the 
watershed  of  the  Kettle  River  and  Rendell 
Creek  from  their  junction  and  thence  in  a 
northerly  direction  for  a  distance  of  approxi¬ 
mately  six  (6)  miles  to  the  mouths  of  Damfino 
and  Arthurs  Creeks. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Lillooet  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  junction 
of  Gun  Creek  and  the  Bridge  River;  thence  in 
an  easterly  direction  following  the  north  shore¬ 
line  of  Bridge  River  to  the  junction  of  said 
river  and  Tyaughton  Creek;  thence  following 
the  centre  line  of  said  creek  in  an  easterly  and 
north-westerly  direction  to  the  junction  of  an 
unnamed  branch  of  Tyaughton  Creek  approxi¬ 
mately  one  (1)  mile  south  of  the  junction  of 
Taylor  Creek  and  Tyaughton  Creek;  thence 
along  the  south  shore-line  of  this  unnamed 
creek  in  a  south-westerly  direction  to  the  head¬ 
waters  of  Pearson  Creek;  thence  along  the 
east  shore-line  of  Pearson  Creek  to  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  said  creek  and  Gun  Creek;  thence  along 
the  north  shore-line  of  Gun  Creek  in  a  south¬ 
easterly  direction  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.” 

NOTE. — The  closed  areas  mentioned  in  this 
section  are  not  game  reserves.  Game  reserves 
are  set  aside  by  separate  order  or  regulation 
and  consequently  are  not  listed  herein. 


before  the  first  day  of  the  open  season  lor 
ducks  or  geese  in  the  district  in  which  the  said 
place  is  situated;  and  in  this  section  baiting 
means  placing  or  exposing  corn,  wheat,  oats,  or 
other  grain  or  products  thereof,  or  any  food  01 
other  materials  which  may  have  the  effect  of 
attracting  wild  birds. 

No  person  shall  build  or  construct,  at  any 
place  in  the  Province,  before  the  day  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  the  open  season  for  Migratory 
Game  Birds  at  that  place,  a  blind  of  any  kind 
that  can  be  used  in  connection  with  the  hunt¬ 
ing  of  the  said  migratory  game  birds. 

The  use  of  live  decoys  in  the  hunting  or 
taking  of  any  Migratory  Game  Bird,  anywhere 
in  the  Province,  is  prohibited. 

The  use  of  any  shotgun  equipped  with  a 
reflector  sight  of 'any  kind  in  the  hunting  or 
shooting  of  game  birds  is  prohibited. 

Section  5. 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking, 
or  having  in  possession  of  Quail,  Pheasant, 
Prairie-chicken  (Sharp-tailed  Grouse),  or  Part¬ 
ridge  at  any  place  when  the  surface  of  the 
ground  at  that  place  is  covered  with  snow. 

Section  6. 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any 
Moose,  Caribou,  Wapiti  (Elk),  or  Deer  while 
swimming,  and  the  hunting,  killing,  or  taking 
of  any  game  by  the  use  of  tracer  bullets  or 
tracer-shot  shells  is  prohibited. 

In  the  hunting  of  big  game  the  use  of  any 
rifle  loaded  with  rim-fire  shells,  the  use  of  full 
steel  (hard  point)  metal-cased  bullets,  and  the 
use  of  any  firearm  that  can  be  or  is  classed  as 
a  machine  gun  or  sub-machine  gun  is  pro¬ 
hibited.  This  regulation  is  not  intended  to 
prohibit  the  use  of  arms  of  the  self-  or  auto¬ 
loading  types  in  which  the  recoil  or  force  of 
the  explosion  is  utilized  to  reload  but  not  to 
fire  the  weapon. 

The  killing,  trapping,  or  taking  of  any  fur¬ 
bearing  animals  by  the  use  of  spring-pole  traps 
anywhere  in  the  Province  is  prohibited. 

Section  7. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any 
Game  Warden  or  Constable,  furnish  satisfac¬ 
tory  proof  to  him  of  the  locality  and  date  on 
which  any  game  was  by  him  killed,  taken,  or 
had  in  possession. 

“  Deer  Family,”  for  the  purpose  of  these 
regulations,  shall  mean  and  include  Moose, 
Caribou,  Deer,  and  Wapiti  (Elk). 

No  person  shall  have  in  his  possession  the 
carcass  of  any  member  of  the  Deer  Family  or 
Mountain-sheep  from  which  all  evidences  suffi¬ 
cient  to  indicate  conclusively  the  sex  of  the 
animal  have  been  removed,  unless  the  carcass 
has  been  transported  to  the  place  where  it  is 
proposed  to  consume  the  carcass.  When  head 
is  removed  from  carcass,  some  other  evidence 
of  sex  must  be  visible. 


Section  4. 

No  person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  attempt 
to  kill  any  Migratory  Game  Bird.  Pheasant, 
Partridge,  or  Quail  with  a  rifle,  or  hunt,  as 
defined  in  section  2  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  any 
game  birds  in  any  field  or  on  or  over  any  culti¬ 
vated  land  by  using  an  automobile  or  other 
vehicle  thereon. 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill 
any  Migratory  Game  Bird  by  the  use  or  aid  of 
baiting,  and  no  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  at¬ 
tempt  to  kill  any  Migratory  Game  Bird  within 
one-half  mile  of  any  place,  reserved  or  other¬ 
wise,  where  baiting  is  being  done  or  where  it 
has  been  done  less  than  fourteen  (14)  days 


Section  8. 

No  Bear  shall  be  trapped  anywhere  in  the 
Province.  The  hunting  or  shooting  of  Deer  by 
the  use  of  a  shotgun  is  prohibited  throughout 
the  Eastern  District. 

Section  9. 

No  guide  shall  guide  more  than  two  persons 
at  any  one  time  on  any  big-game  hunting-trip.
